Scientist Declares Trip Into 
Upper Skies Complete Success 


Berlin. May 29 (AP)—A dispatch 
to the Wolf! Agency from Ober 
Gurgl, Oetz Valley Thursday night 
quoted Prof. Auguste 
Piccard as 
saying his trip into the stratosphere 
was completely successful, 
as a 
measurement had been made of the 
conductivity cf gases generated by 
cosmic rays. The interview was de­ 
scribed as the first given by the 
Brussels University scientist since 
his balloon landed Wednesday night 
on an Alpine glacier after what he 
claimed to be a world altitude rec­ 
ord of 52,500 feet. 
The measurement was possible. 
he said, only at the highest altitude, 
for the balloon rose very rapidly aft­ 
er its takeoff at Augsburg Wednes­ 
day morning.
